CALIFORNIA I8 ALMOST FLOODED
WITH WATER.

The Sacramente River Twenty-Seven
Feot Above Low Water Mark and
Suill Raging.

Corroxwoon, Cal., Dee., 11.—The
heaviest rain ever known to fall in
Shasta county fell here yesterday.
The Bacramento river is twenty-
seven feel above low water mark
and still rising. Cottonwood creek
Is twenty-five feet abové low water
mark and within nineteen inches of
reaching the railroad bridge, cover-
ing thousands of acres of 'and, mak-
ing many of the county ronds im-
passable, Mrs. John Dorrls' house
is surrounded with three or four
feet of water, and should the rain
continue its downpour through the
night 1t is in danger of being swept
away. The half mile of railroad
bridge on the routh edge of town Is
in a very rocky condition and is
expected to be washed away at
every moment, It is guarded by a
large crew of men., Four bundred
yards of railroad track on the south
end of the bridge is washed away,
A railroad bridge at Hooker station,
three miles south of here, was
washed away this afternoon, also a
half mile of track. Eight incles of
rain fell during the past twenty-
four hours, and at this writing con-
tinues to pour down with no pros-
pect of leiting up. Bneh a storm
has pever been known to rage in
Northern California. No trains can
reach og pass Cottonwood inside of
two or three days.

AN EIGHT FOOT RISE,

Rep Brorr, Cal,, Deo. 11,—1t is
very probable, judging from the
weather and the river, that a large
portion of the Sacramento valley
will be flooded before night, The
river has risen eight feet since 10
o'clock, and is rising at the rate of
two feet per hour now. Ita helght
at 8 o'clock was twenty-three feet,
The rain continugs to fall very hard
and the creeks running loto the
Bucramento are very full. Reed's
oreek bridge, near Red Blufl, is be-
ing washed away on the south ap-
proach.

A GOOD CAPTURE,
